Then let him take one his favorite essays 
into class and read portion his pupils, stopping 
now and then for brief comment explanation and 
appreciation. The method simple, almost ridiculously 
simple; but pedagogically sound and wonderfully 
potent.

every striving teacher English urgently com- 
mend that paragraph for long and fruitful meditation. 
does not tell how teach the essay, but 
does something vastly more important; indicates the 
spirit which should our teaching. 

possible elaborate lengthy and complex classi- 
fication essays, but for the present purpose should 
suffice group all essays into threefold division: Es- 
says interest chiefly for their matter; essays interest 
chiefly for their manner; and essays interest chiefly for 
their mood. And study any particular essay 
have for enlightened understanding when 
examine from those three viewpoints 
manner and mood. 

The study matter the essay application the 
principle vital appreciation literature. The essay 
gives information, adds definitely our stock 
knowledge; broadens our view life, widens our 
range modifies some our crude 
opinions and mpressions, puts familiar things some- 
what unusual light; impresses with certain great 
truths which heretofore may have known but never 
realized; teaches some consoling and some humil- 
iating things about ourselves and about other people. 

good example the essay matter Ruskin’s 
“Sesame and Lilies.” draws our attention the im- 
portance right reading, and awakens our interest 
worthwhile books. Besides, gives hints the 
manner which book read and warns 
agtainst wrong methods reading and thinking. Under 
the spell the writer’s knowledge and style, almost

Macaulay stylist, but cannot ignore the fact that 
his representative essays are calculated teach very 
positively and negatively—about the art 
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writing. How refreshingly clear is! His essays are 
veritable structures, architectural creations, part sustain- 
ing part, varied detail and unified whole. There 
nothing cloudy, nothing uncertain Macaulay’s style; 
may not always agree with his opinions, but certainly 
cannot understand them. His transitions from 
sentence sentence and from paragraph paragraph 
are once graceful and lucid. His paragraph structure 
strikingly consistent: starts with general state- 
ment, never fails explain prove amplify 
means several specific statements, and those specific 
are arranged with view their cumulative 
effect. 

The study mood the essay application the 
principle esthetic appreciation literature. Let 
never forgotten that literature—that all art indeed—is 
largely matter mood. this sense mood means 
the fusing, the concentrating the writer’s personality 
and experience upon subject viewed the light 
moment winsome reminiscent whimsical humor- 
ous what not. mood that essays and essayists 
differ widely each from each; and the mood 
the essay the essayist that the reader secures his 
keenest enjoyment. 

This especially true, course, the case essay 
where the matter trivial, where the manner secondary 
and where the mood dominant; rather where the 
mood directs the selection the matter and shapes the 
manner its own image and likeness. Such Charles 
Lambs’ wholly delightful “Dissertation the Origin 
Roast Pig.” were apporach this masterpiece 
the same state mind and emotion with which rise 
from perusal Poe’s “Philosophy Composition” 
Dr. Pallen’s “Catholicity should 
moved dismiss the gentle Elia flippant and non- 
sensical sower words. But essay reading teaches us, 
among other salutary lessons, the art adaptation ;and 
accept Lamb’s drolleries with sympathetically 
solemn countenance and delicious inward chuckle; 
persuade ourselves into refreshing mood make believe 
and follow the destinies Bo-Bo and his indulgent 
father with ever-increasing enjoyment; assist the 
trial the pig-eaters, and smack our lips sympathet- 
ically specimens the crackling are passed into the 
jury box; applaud the wisdom the judge who 
creatly bought all the pigs could get for love 
money, and nod our heads knowingly when read 
that shortly afterward his honor’s house was observed 
fire. 

Besides consideration from the three viewpoints mat- 
ter, manner and mood, the study the essay should also 
include application the principle comparison. 
given group essays, which most distinguished for 
matter? Which for manner? Which for mood? Try 
formulate the relative value the information received 
from the several essays, their variety styles, their di- 
versity esthetic appeal. what respects does Cardinal 
Newman excel Hazlitt essayist; and what re- 
spects does Haxlitt excel Cardinal Newman? what 
ways are Carlyle and Chesterton alike, and what ways 
are they different? and Brother Azarias have 
both written the art reading books; indicate the 
chief points upon which they agree and the diversity 
stress they place certain devices for securing the best 
results from reading. 

Next would come comparison essays and essayists 
with novelist, dramatists and poets. Specimens sugges- 
tions for such comparison are the following: 

Belloc’s essay and Dickens Tale Two Cities” 
both deal with the French Revolution. Which has given 
you the greater amount definite information? Which 
has given you the better impression life and general 
conditions? From the point view style—structure, 
rhetorical effectiveness, the choice words—which the 
better written?

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TEACHING CHILDREN THINK. 


All knowledge starts from experience. When look 
object there is: 

The mental vision. 

The mental image. 

The idea. 

The adult mind reaches the third stage almost instan- 
taneously. The child has only sensation first. The 
image trace not strong enough for the intellect 
work on. not know how early life the process 
ideation begins, but seems prior speech, for 
soon the child learns speak applies the same 
word, “Papa,” all men. For our purpose here 
sufficient know that the child has some power mak- 
ing abstractions when enters school. The mind pro- 
duces the idea out the mental image. “intellectus” 
the Scholastics understood that power the mind which 
shows itself the power abstraction. sees what 
beneath all the externals. All cognition involves some 
kind union between the object and the mind. Accord- 
ing the Scholastics the intellect potential con- 
dition. not always active but can roused ac- 
tion. This done through the which comes 
from the object cognition. The object starts the mind 
going with activity its own. Maher says:* 

“The modification the mind viewed wrought 
the intellectus patiens the intellectus agens, constitutes 
the species intelligibilis impressa. The union the spe- 
cies impressa with the intellectus patiens results the 
conception the abstract essence, the generation the 
abstract idea the object, which called the species 
intelligibilis expressa, inasmuch the intellectual 
expression the object.”

Unless sense impressions and perceptions come first, 
the intellect has nothing work on.

ceding it. The ruling principle method is: Present 
the mind the child, first, the objects which belong 
the first order cognitions. These are observations, 
perceptions, associations perceptions and ideas. 
further explains the activities corresponding each order, 
following always the principle that the process teach- 
ing determined the needs the growing child. 
After this says that thoughts the second order 
should presented; these take their matter from thoughts 
the first order. Language the stimulus which “im- 
pels and helps the human mind attain cognitions 
the second order. produces reflection earlier cogni- 
tions and enables the child perceive the relations ex- 
isting among them and makes classification possible. 
Cognitions the third order take their matter from 
thoughts the second order and are reached through 
synthetic judgments. Those the fourth order should 
follow and are developed principally through analytical 
judgments. Rosmini urges, “The child every age must

This completes the thought; clarifies 
and establishes vital part the apperceptive mass 
which because active ever ready receive new 
impressions. Correct habits thought action may 
established means nerve-action called “facilitation,” 
which means that once nerve impulse has passed 
certain pathway, second passage becomes easier. 
when number pathways are possible the teacher 
should arouse the child’s curiosity and awaken his in- 
terest that the current will pass through the same one 
before and thus establish ever?deepening pathway.*** 

The pleasure felt achieving success any line 
endeavor makes one eager attack new problems. Con- 
sciousness failure causes the child turn the currents 
his thoughts from the disagreeable subject and thus 
inhibits the formation correct habits thought. The 
adage: “Appropriate feelings consciousness are neces- 
sary for mental assimilation”: now accepted all who 
have given the work education any serious thought.

The satisfaction that comes with success stimu- 
lates further effort, and renders one’s senses and one’s 
intellect keener and more alert. When will and feeling 
concur the search for truth conditions are ideal.

Curiosity fulfilled produces successful thought; curiosity 
deferred produces baffled thought; curiosity unfulfilled 
results failure thought. When mere curiosity 
turned into the search, have the motive which urges 
the scholar spend years study, the explorer suf- 
fer hardships, the scientist spend days forgetful 
sleep and meals. 

The cultivation and direction instincts are necessary 
strong mental life. The boy who feels the instinct 
curiosity and adventure ought given books 
read that will satisfy his appetite and turn his thoughts 
the direction which will give him interest the 
useful affairs life. This involuntary interest will prompt 
constant thought activities even without the power the 
will. teach the child think cannot done the 
“rule the thumb” method. Start the child right. Give 
him proper thought content and nature will much 
her laws are obeyed. laws are the mind the 
child well eevry other part the universe. God 
has established law and order everywhere. just 
suppose the mind man was excluded?

The teacher’s interest should 
follow the processes growth and development 
mind and heart the pupil. Her attitude matter 
great importance. utmost care should present 
the truth the early years the child’s life. Here the 
abstract and static are out place. 


“Jack and the Bean Stalk,” which really lesson 
overcoming difficulties, holds the child’s attention and 
fills his soul with wonder and delight. With the natural 
development the mind the setting dissolves but the 
truth remains. The fairy story may used the same 
way; its very vagueness lends itself reconstruction and 
satisfies need the child’s nature. indefinite and 
allows room for growth.

The Artist 

Adolph Schreyer, German animal painter, was born 
Frankfort-on-Main, May 1828. child showed great 
fondness for painting horses. grew older, frequently 
visited riding schools where followed and studied his 
favorite animals. the Stadel Institute continued 
study theory and from models what had learned prac- 
tically the riding schools. also studied the anatomy 
the horse. His passion for animals continued with 
him throughout life and all his pictures are horses show 
horses conjunction with human beings and situations. 
was fond painting the stormy side life and has depicted 
many battlefields where horses are always shown great ad- 
vantage. They reflect the intelligence their riders and 
seem sympathy with their motives and desires. 

member distinguished and wealthy family, Schreyer 
has every advantage that travel and instruction can 
After leaving school, went Munich and later Dussel- 
dorf, where made himself accomplished the technics 
his art. 1848 the Prince Thurn-and-Taxis invited 
him accompany him his travels.

PATTERN RECIPES FOR SIMPLIFYING 
BAKING 


Recipes are guides for the cook just paper patterns are 
guides for the dressmaker. The good dressmaker does not 
purchase new pattern for each new garment that she makes 
but uses her plain sleeve, her plain waist, and her plain skirt 
patterns and alters them meet individual requirements and 
current styles. the home maker should learn simplify 
her food preparation using few basic standard re- 
cipes, learning the general proportions ingredients them 
and the standard method combining these ingredients and 
varying these recipes meet her needs, rather than blindly 
following every new recipe appearing cookbook, magazine, 
newspaper. analyze these new recipes, says the office 
home economics the United States Department Ag- 
riculture, would find that almost all them are varia- 
tions few simple patterns types, divided multiplied, 
differently flavored, baked new form otherwise 
changed some such detail. 

Quick batters and doughs make large group our 
common foods for which recipes are almost endless yet all are 
variations the few types given the table. 

How mix the ingredients (except for pastry).—Mix sugar 
with shortening. Add egg (in some cakes only the yoke 
added this time—the separated white folded the batter 
the last). Add liquid and sifted dry ingredients alternately. 

The way make pastry is: Mix fat and flour thoroughly, 
then add water slowly. Mix and roll thin. 

All these basic recipes can varied number 
ways. Take the plain cake for example, varying the flavor- 
ings, one can have many recipes from the one pattern 
recipe.

For layer cake.—Bake batter layer cake tins. The va-

Or, divide batter and color desired, pink, green, 
chocolate, etc., baking each portion separately and put to- 
gether. 

Silver white cake.—Use whites place whole eggs 
and add tablespoon butter. 

Gold yellow cake.—Use yolks place whole eggs. 

Marble Cake.—Color about 1-3 the batter adding 
tablespoons molasses tablespoon cocoa square 
chocolate. Put the plain mixture the tin and into this 
drop, the spoonful, the dark mixture. This makes 
mottled light and dark marble effect. 

Any these may baked loaf, layer, muffin tins. 
The cake the illustration was made using double the 
plain cake recipe, dividing the batter into quarters, and vary- 
ing the flavors. the batter used for the bottom layer, 
cup raisins and tablespoons shredded citron were 
added. the next portion, teaspoon cinnamon, 
teaspoon allspice, and teaspoon nutmeg were added. 
The third portion was left plain, while the fourth portion 
the top layer had 1-3 square melted chocolate added it.

the Chickadee for its home. Commonly digs out nest- 
hole the decaying stump birch pine. unable 
penetrate sound wood, for have seen try enlarge 
small hole white-pine nesting-box, but fail start 
chip. Often the Chickadee gains entrance through the hard 
outer coating post stump into the decaying interior 
choosing, vantage-point, hole made some wood- 
pecker search grub. The Chickadee works industri- 
ously deepen and enlarge this cavity, sometimes making 


hole nine more inches deep; and the little bird wise 
enough carry the tell-tale chips away and scatter them far 
and wide—something the woodpeckers are less careful do. 
Sometimes the hole excavated the broken top lean- 
ing stump tree, and once found one the top erect 
white-pine stump with shelter from the storm. 

The nest placed the bottom the hole, and made 
such warm materials cottony vegetable fibers, hairs, 
wool, mosses, feather, and insects’ cocoons. Every furry 
denizen the woods, and some domestic animals, may 
sometimes contribute hair fur the Chickadee’s nest. 
One nest was made entirely cotton that had been placed 
nesting-box for the use the birds. 

Eggs and Young 

The eggs vary somewhat color, but are white, 
spotted with reddish brown finely marked with paler 
shade. Both birds take turns sitting, and the eggs hatch 
about eleven days, the last one laid requiring sometimes 
twelve thirteen days. The young leave the nest about 
two weeks from the date hatching. Sometimes two broods 
are reared season. 


Chickadee very attentive little husband, often visits 
his mate while she sitting her eggs, and, besides reliev- 
ing her part this labor, frequently feeds her the 
nest. 

The Chickadee has named himself, and repeats his name 
often, with several additional dee-dees chee-dees. To- 
ward spring, sometimes attempts “pour out his soul 
song,” but few jingling notes represent his finest efforts. 
The long, pensive, musica! phoebe, which utters most 
often that season, given with the first note accented and 
the last falling, regarded many writers his song, but 
uttered both sexes. The young the nest give 
faint and wheezing imitation the chickadee, and, when they 
cry all together, their combined voices suggest the hissing 
some. huge snake. 

Optimist 

It’s impossible more than touch upon the habits 
this delightful bird leaflet like this. adequate history 
its bright and cunning ways, its many expedients and 
devices, would fill book. Its chief apparent characteristics, 
from human point view, are courage, optimism, industry, 
activity, helpfulness, and joy life. Emerson calls the 
Chickadee scrap valor.” One gifted writer says its 
activity: 

“Chickadee refuses look down for long upon the world; 
indeed look any one thing from any direction for 
more than two consecutive twelfths second. ‘Any side 
up, without care,’ the label bears; and with anything 
branchlet; topside, bottomside, inside, outside, all right 
side the nimble Chickadee. Blindman’s buff, hide- 
and-seek, and tag are merry games enough when played out 
one plane; but when staged three dimensions, with 
labyrinth interlacing branches for hazard, only the blithe

Expertness Fly-catching 


Altho fly catcher, the Chickadee takes insects 
the wing with ease, and often catches the air those which 
fall from the trees from his own clutch. 

have seen Chickadee reach after flying insect, spring 
back downward, catch the air, and, turning somersault, 
alight branch below. Another swung completely around 
branch, like gymnast doing the “giant swing.” Every 
pose possible bird tree taken our little acrobat. 
His head turns quickly from side side, his wings and tail 
flirt this way and that, turns, twists, pecks, and peers 
pursuit the insects which form the greater part his 
food. Often his prying habits lead him the hiding-place 
dozing owl, and then, matter how large and powerful 
the enemy, Chickadee raises the alarm and sounds the attack, 
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stirring and leading the feathered mob which gathers exe- 
crate the common foe. 


Chickadee’s Friends 

Notwithstanding his small size, this diminutive, black- 
capped bird leader. After the breeding-season, 
almost always the central and foremost spirit little band 
warblers, nuthatches, creepers and kinglets, and frequent- 
followed woodpecker two. autumn, Chickadees 
gather into bands one more families and scour the 
woods, searching out the most favorable localities for their 
food. Migrating warblers follow their call, knowing that 
always leads them food. Chickadee knows the ground; 
has spied out the land, and invites all join his good 
cheer. 


Follow the Chickadee, and you will see, sooner later, 
most the woodland birds. But not, any means, 
confined the woods. visits the orchard and the shade- 
trees, picks crumbs the farm house door, enters the 
woodshed, picks out borers from the firewood, and helps him- 
self the bacon that the farmer uses grease his bucksaw. 
confides man remarkable degree. hangs about 
the camp the wood-chopper, looks for the “full dinner- 
pail,” and sometimes comes and feeds from the hand. Many 
times the woods his curiosity has led him fly close about 
head and peer with bead-like eyes into face, and 
numberless instances has placed absolute confidence 
those who have fed him winter. 


Preserver Trees 
Probably bird more beneficial mankind than this 
little Titmouse. very largely insects destructive 
trees; even winter, much more than half his food con- 
sists insects their eggs. Myriads the eggs plant- 
lice, bugs, canker-worms, moths and bark-lice are eaten. 
insect appears too large for him, and none too 


escape his sharp eyes and his Jittle pointed cater- 
pillar too big for him swallow, holds under foot 
and pecks out its vitals, discarding the rest. the larva 
too large and powerful held this way, the bird draws 
over twig, and, seizing both ends his feet, swings back 
downward underneath the twig, pecking away until has 
reduced the struggling captive submission. 


Protector Foliage 

Many larvae, including those the apple-moth and the 
gipsy-moth, destructive bark-beetles, some weevils and scale- 
insects, are killed myriads the Chickadee. Bailey 
computed that one Chickadee would destroy 138,750 eggs 
the canker-worm-moth twenty-five days. Professor Sand- 
erson estimates that 8,000,000,000 insects are destroyed 
Chickadees each year Michigan. own experience, for 
ten years, has shown that trees may absolutely protected 
from leaf-eating insects attracting Chickadees through the 
year. 


Our little Titmouse does not depend entirely animal 
food, and therefore can exist when the trees are incased 
ice and snow. takes some weed-seeds, picks little 
waste grain, eats the seeds pine, hemlock, alder, and some 
other trees, and few winter berries, particularly those 
the wax-myrtle, bayberry. Sunflower-seeds, meat, suet, 
and nuts are relished when can get them, but not 
known have any harmful habits.

Learning Rote. 


The proposition wish make this issue for- 
eign general usage, undoubtedly most your readers 
will not consider worthy examination, much less 


trial with view future acceptance. dare main- 
tain that religious instruction should carried with 
minimum use verbal memory. This, course, does not 
apply learning the ten commandments anything 
from Holy Writ. 

What essential for the christian, primarily and abso- 
lutely, understand the teachings Holy Faith. Thus 
far purely case grasping ideas; what words 
those ideas happen clothed altogether immma- 
terial. Because some particular compiler catechism 
happens have expressed Christian doctrines certain 
words and phrases carefully chosen himself, why must 
impose children the obligation committing all 
these words and phrases memory? Once are satis- 
fied that the pupil has thoroughly grasped the idea in- 
tended conveyed should not consider this well 
enough? Will there any adequate gain having him 
learn scrupulously the formula some one else has used 
communicate that grammar pupil can read- 
ily distinguish participle and verbal noun should the 
teacher insist upon his learning set form words ex- 
plaining that distinction? 

Although every catechism print supposes, 
its very structure, memorizing the text, although 
ninety-five per cent our teachers assume that other 
procedure could tolerated, cannot remember ever 
hearing definitely from any source whatever why this

Have any ever seen heard its being answered 
satisfactorily? claimed that this the surest and 
most expeditious means understanding the doctrine 
therein expressed? But have not agreed that noth- 
ing should memorized but what has been first under- 
stood? Would any one have believe that grasp 
the sense statement not exercise reason 
understanding, but exercise memory? Or, 
other words, that understand not understanding 
but remembering what never understood?

The fourth formal step the 
recitation generalization. 
this step the mind advances 
from examination indivi- 
dual concrete facts and from re- 
lating them similar known 
truths the higher general 
ideas arising from considera- 
tion concrete facts. now 
reaches general truths con- 
clusions through investigation 
particular ones. 

eralization would the observ- 
ance the cogent fact that 
one practices any profes- 

sion, manual intellectual en- 

more skilful them. Rejecting every other factor except 
practice regarding success, the mind abstracts this feat- 
and generalizes stating that “Practice makes per- 
ect. 

such paramount importance generalization that 
may safely state that generalization and application 
general truths the true aim teaching and any 
teaching which fails reach this aim inefficient and 
incomplete. 

Generalization performs the valuable service making 
truth universally applicable. formulates and condenses 
knowledge into convenient formulas, rules, and principles 
stored the mind for future use. the acme 
the thinking process, producing the highest finished 
intellectual product. Generalizations are the framework 
all science organized knowledge. fact science 
only system organized, related generalizations, the 
intellectual stock trade with which the mind deals, the 
known standards which investigate, weigh and in- 


terpret the unknown and classify our permanent mental 
possessions. Thus does generalization help the mind 
acquire, make significant, and organize new truths into 
condensed, consistent forms for practical application. 

The importance proper appreciation the fact 
that generalization gives rules, definitious, laws and prin- 
ciples should clear every teacher. The old peda- 
gogical maxim “rules precede processes” formerly fol- 
lowed many students and educators, has been rightly 
reversed into “processes precede rules” since rules are 
really the outgrowth processes. know how 
thing well, can make our own rule, which after 
all simply guiding summary the salient phases 
process. After the mind has been prepared, the process 
presented, observed and studied. When similar other 
examples have been considered and their essential phases 
observed, the mind grasps and comprehends the process. 
Not until this has been accomplished does the mind sum- 
marize the essential phases, generalize and deduce its own 
rules clearly and tersely future guide. The study 
the process simply shows the “what and why” this 
step. The rule, then, merely guidepost directing the 
procedure. 

Definitions, too, are formulated much the same way, 
fact, definitions are the results process generali- 
zation. Before can define anything must know 
what is. this must first examine it. Having 
done this are prepared define it. For example, 
pupil who has examined number bodies land en- 
tirely surrounded water prepared define island. 
Having observed number churches which the 
bishop has his official seat, the student ready define 
cathedral. doing this classifies and differentiates, 
specifies the genus and differentia the things 
which examines. formulating the definition “An 
island body land entirely surrounded water,” 
has only elevated his perception, individual ideas 
the conception the essential qualities characteristics 
class objects. other words has merely 
generalized his knowledge. Hence examination and study 
invariably precede defining.

Yet, 
one the three great “R’s,” knowledge which 
essential every-day life, cannot denied that the 
place arithmetic the curriculum indeed very im- 
portant. reason the mental discipline affords 
the undeveloped mind, without parallel. teaches 
children think logically, reason from the known 
the unknown, from the concrete the abstract. exer- 
cises and trains the judgment requiring the pupil 
choose from host formulas and rules, the particular 
one applicable the problem hand. Again, very 
practical study, making the mind precise and accurate 
its statements, thus giving orderly turn; finally 
indispensable every-day life. 

Arithmetic subject that requires the pupils 
wide awake. should, therefore, given during the 
first period the morning, soon after possible. 
Beginning with simple numbers the first grade, the 
work should proceed very gradually, special attention be- 
ing paid accuracy and the advantage cancellation. 
the upper grades, hour’s lesson might divided 
follows: Five minutes’ mental drill; five minutes’ rapid 
calculation; five minutes’ recitation concert (storm 
protest from educators!) weights and measures, tables, 
formulas, rules, etc.; ten minutes’ oral review problems 
previously taught; the remainder the time spent 
teaching, working out new matter.

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TEACHING POETRY HIGH SCHOOLS.

Thus 
may allow the boy who lover outdoor life pre- 
fer his “The Indian and the Trout,” Eugene Field, 
“An Old Sweetheart Mine,” James Whitcomb Riley, 
which may vital first-hand appeal the romantic 
school girl. gain this impression whole the 
teacher may spend class period much time she 
deems best, the reading many different selections, 
without the slightest suggestion interprelation, mak- 
ing these selections great scope and varied possi- 
ble appeal the various types pupils. class hour 
spent may really most happy one, the teacher 
one who reads well, with musical vocal harmony. The 
pupils fall under the spell voice, rising and falling 
with the liquid cadence the rythm. suggest that. the 
teacher read first, that her example may have opportunity 
followed, that she first set the atmosphere the 
class time good beginning rather than having the 
whole period marred poor beginning poor 
reader with amount reading crudeness. 

After teacher has gained idea what the respec- 
tive tastes her pupils, their own specifying the 
particular poems which she has read, she may then take 
certain author whose poems the pupils shall have am- 
ple time peruse, and have the pupils bring class 
poem this author, which poem shall the one which 
most sincerely appealed them for their own and per- 
sonal reasons. may specify that this selected poem 
shall read sufficient number times previous 
class time, that thoroughly familiar. class each 
pupil reads his selection the very best way capa- 
ble doing, stating his particular reasons for making 
such choice. will clear that these reasons shall 
based entirely upon the pupil’s own taste without any new 
suggestions the part the teacher. The choice 
selection and reading will usually very sincere and 
more the pupil has had sufficient opportunity read 
ordinary number the poet’s works that his choice 
representative this way, two points are really 
gained: the pupil, searching the number poems for 
his own choice gains very familiar knowledge with the 
author, and his reading class, gives the other 
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pupils broader acquaintance than they might otherwise 
have had. 

After such study the teacher then takes some special 
poem she selects and takes minutely with the entire 
class. instance, may Emerson’s “The 
Concord Bridge.” course the historical setting first 
touched upon, then she asks her pupils visulaize the 
picture portrayed each stanza, whether not canvas 
painting might made based upon each stanza; ob- 
servance figures speech made, diction, order 
words, the poets own personality revealed taken into 
consideration, and all the other points close study 
are noted. have found more satisfactory have 
the pupils write papers such questions, that their an- 
swers nearly possible their own, without having 
the advnatage watching facial expression the teacher 
for any helpful suggestion. such questions, always 
make sure that the number questions not too nu- 
merous allow the pupils time answer them all, pre- 
ferring take extra day for completion the work, 
than have gotten but half the class. this 
that pupil be, the beginning, frightened from his 
task the appearance enormous amount work, 
which may add his preconceived idea that poetry 
dull and abstract—which often the case. 

For further appreciation, the pupils need some concrete 
working basis which they may intelligently interpret 
and study the poems. very well for teacher 
enlarge upon the beauties certain ab- 
stract way, but pupils the high school age under 
must have something tangible which they can judge 
merits, that they can put their finger on, speak, 
and say, “Now this good,” “This 
ciation not all contagion. serve this guiding 
basis, little outline “Three Main Characteristics 
Poetry,” give pupils, which outline has proved 
case most ideally satisfactory, concise 
and concrete enough for high school pupils, and definite 
and exact. eighth grade teacher, have known, has

Finally, definite amount time should allowed 
every school day from the kindergarten upward for health 
inspections, the discussion problems, and for 
other health activities. the lower grades this time 
should devoted wholly the promotion health hab- 
its. the what rather than the why which should 
impressed the younger children. With the older chil- 
dren, the reasons for health rules take more prominence, 
and the upper grades the habits which have been formed 
the lower grades should reinforced accurate 
scientific knowledge. The material instruction hy- 
giene should taken from life; and text-book instruction, 
any, should merely incidental. the upper grades 
the pupils should interested public health movements, 
and much information personal value can thus indi- 
rectly conveyed. For instance, studying the phases 
the campaign against pupil learns many 
facts about the disease and its prevention, with the advan- 
tage that his attention directed outward and not 
morbidly turned upon himself. 

have been too much accustomed regard health 
something arbitrarily given withheld from Provi- 
dence—something over which ourselves have con- 
trol. now know that order obtain health 
must earn obeying the laws health. The most fun- 
damental these laws relate cleanliness, within and 
without, proper diet, exercise, rest, and fresh air. Obedi- 
ence these laws must become almost automatic the 
child’s life, that will uncomfortable unless, for 
instance, his hands are clean, his 
evacuated, his food simple and wholesome—so that 
will uncomfortable foul air, and will automatically 
seek fresh air and enjoy playing and sleeping it. 

‘In the development health habits the first step 
make the child desire health, not necessarily for its own 
sake, but because avenue success and happiness 
life. easy illustrate from the lives men 
successful business and politics the value strong 
body the attainment success. Theodore Roosevelt 
began life with weak body and developed systematically 
all its possibilities for physical vigor. the case 
the girls good looks are great social asset, and every 
girl well every boy should taught value prop- 
erly such signs good health bright eyes, rosy cheeks, 
clear complexion, glossy hair, and erect, confident 
carriage. need make pride personal appearance 
respectable once more. need make our boys and 
girls feel something the fineness the old Greek ideal 
sound mind sound body. All children want 
popular with their mates, and they will readily see that 
the exuberant spirits which with abounding health are 
factor popularity, and that there good reason for 
the old saying, and the world laughs with you,” 
while the “grouch” left nurse his grievances soli- 
tude. Every child the schools should made 
understand that his first and most important patriotic 
duty make and keep himself strong and vigorous 
possible, that may serve his country well. The 
present interest the ways which the health sol- 
diers has been built can utilized advantageously 
this connection.

The tenets relating verbal memory common ac- 
ceptance among students pedagogy Prof. Fitch sums 
follows: “When the object have thoughts, 
reasonings, facts reproduced, seek have them repro- 
duced the pupils own words. not set the faculty 
mere verbal memory work. But when the words 
themselves which fact embodied have some spe- 
cial fitness beauty their own, when they represent 
some scientific datum central truth, which could not 
otherwise well expressed, then see that the form 
well the substance the expression learned 

eart.” 

Adopting this rule the teaching catechism, how 
much the average class book should require 
memorized accurately? For the same reason that 
learn proverbs heart, that certain phrases and sen- 
tences from Shakespeare are quoted the humblest 
homes, might wisely memorize great religious truths 
expressed language once concise, pithy and capti- 
vating. Bereft its attractive setting many proverb 
the world clings had, spite the great wisdom 
treasured, long since been forgotten. Words possessing 
charm themselves are more likely retain. And 
all this another reason for not trying memorize the 
long, verbose involved, wearisome sentences, the ungain- 
ing, uninteresting forms expression too commonly 
found our catechisms.

This also true laws, principles, maxims and prov- 
erbs, which likewise are simply generalizations, conve- 
nient condensations truthful knowledge, the frame- 
work upon which built the superstructure and elabora- 
tion the whole field science. simple illustration 
the meaning and working: this principle generaliza- 
tion the discipline and management school. 
principal could not govern the school directing the 
individual pupils. His government and direction are pos- 
sible only through his teachers. Just the various teach- 
ers are the principals’ class officers, also are generaliza- 
tions the mind’s division officers knowledge. 

Just the principal commissions his teachers carry 
out his instructions, also generalization formulates 
rules, laws, definitions and princrples essential the cor- 
rect organization the mind’s truths and powers. 
course the principal must know his teachers and many 
the pupils possible, but could not expected 
know hundreds them. Similarly, the educated person 
may not know all the minor details and ramifications 
knowledge, but should know the generalization, the 
framework scientific truth. general way, his 
education should extensive, but intensive only 
rather limited field, e., should familiar with the 
general principles many subjects but expert specialist 
rather limited field. Indeed, thorough education con- 
sists not much quantity quality. 

evident, then, that generalization the aim, but 
not the end instruction. only port entry 
the high road knowledge. The goal the journey 
application that knowledge which must generalized 
before can advantageously and conveniently applied. 
other words, effective, instruction must 
talized into generalizations. The student’s mind must 
capable repeating, organizing and 
knowledge and acquires this power the fourth for- 
mal step the recitation—generalization. the essen- 
tial characteristics phases the subject have been 
clearly, concisely and logically presented the pupil’s 
mind; the new truth has been thoroughly compared 
associated and interpreted with the old and familiar one, 
the learner ought able condense the essentials 
into definitions, rules, principles and laws, ought 
able generalize what knows and the most con- 
clusive proof that the three preceding steps, preparation, 
presentation, and comparison have been well taken the 
student’s power generalize. inability this 
efficiently means either that the teacher’s language was 
not clear, his presentation was unskilful, his plan illogical 
that the educative process was not understood and 
thus failed the most significant, most essential points. 

Indeed, the teacher who fails lead his pupils clear 
understanding terms, definitions, rules, laws and prin- 
ciples generalizations, may well compared the 
hunter who only shoots game but never bags any 
it. His failure hit may due imperfect 
aim, poor gun, defective load, misjudging gun 
range, but whatever the cause, the result the same—he 
has missed the mark, has lost shot, has failed 
bag game. only partially misses his has 
done what far worse, has inflicted wounds, suffering 
and handicaps upon his victims for life. Just with the 
teacher who through inefficient teaching has not taken 
the first three steps the recitation with his pupils 
that they may take the fourth, generalization, safely and 
effectively has either utterly failed best only seri- 
ously handicapped his precious charges.
